Have concern for the buyer, 
without him, there can be no seller! 


ARE YOU letting people know that you _ have 
replacements or foundation cows and heifers for sale? If you 
have more dairy cattle than you can care for properly, don’t 
miss a chance to cash in on your surplus. Cut your herd down 
to a workable unit, a size the barns were built to handle. It is 
possible you may even “net” more dollars milking fewer 
cows by caring for them better. 

The “plain” cattle, the ones you as a seller don’t like, are 
not liked by today’s buyers either. Cattle are not so scarce, or 
milk prices so high that just any old cow will sell well. There 
is no rationing or priority list, but there is a demand, the 
market is there for those who reach for it. Know the market. 
Make sure you get what the cattle are worth, but don’t scare 
potential customers away with prices that cannot be justified. 
Work for repeat sales. 

Go to public auction sales. Know what slaughter cattle are 
worth per pound. Be informed. It is your business to know 
these things. Have your cattle ready to sell. You never know 
when a potential buyer will appear. Display the cattle you 
would like to sell. You can’t make anyone buy your cattle; 
he must want to buy them. 

Your cattle should be in good condition. It is difficult to 
sell thin animals of any breed. Have breeding dates and 
pedigree data memorized or handy. The more you know 
about your cattle the more effective a salesman you will be. 
Any known counterfeit cows should go to slaughter. Don’t 
make the mistake of unloading known duds on some 
unsuspecting dairyman. Enough of your better cattle may 
turn out to be disappointments to the buyer without selling 
some that have little or no chance of pleasing. 


Your prime concern should be for the buyer, for without 
him, there can be no seller. 

As we move into the Centennial Year of the founding of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, make plans to advertise 
your herd — start or continue a sound merchandising 
program. Cattle sales during the year can increase your

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Progress continues in the formation of the — 
West Coast Young Guernsey Sire Sampling and Proving Program 


By Max L. Dawdy 


THE FORMATION of a West Coast 
Young Guernsey Sire Sampling and 
Proving Program moved closer to 
realization at a meeting of representa- 
tives from the western area at San 
Francisco, December 20, 1976. 

The concept began to take shape 
following a series of meetings in the 
western area in August, 1976 at which 
interested herd owners and AGCC 
staff members discussed the need and 
commitment to a program of sampling 
and proving young sires. At that time, 
several projects had been proposed to 
include local areas. As a result of the 
discussions it was determined consider- 
able interest existed to expand the 
concept to encompass the entire area 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 

The advantage of developing a more 
adequate program due to the larger 
number of participating herds in a 
program of this scope becomes obvi- 
ous. 

The next step leading to organiza- 
tion was the selection of representa- 
tives by respective states in the area to 
attend a planning meeting for the 
program — which meeting was held in 
San Francisco, December 20. 

Attending the meeting were the 
following: Arizona — Norman McClel- 
land and Walter Kibler; California — 
Dennis Nelson, Donald Silacci, Max 
Mickelsen, Raymond Orisio and Cliff 
Knight; Idaho — Joe Pritzl and Joe 
Payne; Oregon — Frances Hertel and 
Dr. Carl Aschoff; Washington — Floyd 
Sandell and Marvin Van Mersbergen; 
and for The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club — Clifford Orr, Hans Leuthold 
and Max Dawdy. Also attending, upon 
request, to counsel for the AJ. 
industry were Douglas Wilson, Ameri- 
can Breeders Service, and Steve Blod- 
gett, Carnation/Genetics. 

Walter Kibler, Arizona, served as 
chairman for the meeting at which 
positive action was taken to develop 
the program. Such action included: 

1. Agreement that the best program 
could be conducted by including 
the two AGCC field areas in the 
west under one project with a 
goal of approximately 100 parti- 
cipating herds. 

2. Plans to form an incorporated 
organization for purposes of 
conducting the program. 

The administrative group will be 
a Coordinating Group, the mem- 
bers of which are to be named by 
the respective participating areas. 
It will be structured with three

members from the Pacific North- 
west area (Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, Montana and Wyoming); 
and four members from the 
California/Intermountain area 
(California, Arizona, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Utah and Nevada). 
A meeting of the Coordinating 
Group to continue plans is 
scheduled for January 24, 1977 
in San Francisco. 


3.A preliminary draft of certain 


operating procedures which in- 

clude the following: 

(a) Multiple herd sampling of 
young sires to obtain initial 
proofs based upon a minimum 
of 25 daughters sampled in 25 
herds, leading to a Repeatabil- 
ity Value of the sire summary 
proof of not less than 60% 
with the preferred Value at 
70% for decision making. 
Type Classification will also 
be included in the evaluation 
process. 

(b) Paticipating herds will be 
expected to be on an official 
production testing program of 
either DHI or DHIR and will 
be encouraged to classify; not 
to deliberately cull daughters 
of the sampling sires until 
production performance is ob- 
tained; and randomly use a 
specific number of units of 
semen of the designated sam- 
pling sires in their herds to 
mate either heifers or milking 
females. Semen use will be 
based upon an expected ratio 
of 1 tested daughter resulting 
from use of 9-10 units of 
semen. 

(c) Semen collection, processing 
and distribution will be ar- 
ranged in cooperation with a 
reputable A.J. firm. In so 
doing, the young sire will, in 
most cases, enter the stud for 
health tests and collection but 
then be returned to a partici- 
pating herd for housing during 
the waiting period of proving 
of approximately four years. 

(d) Some basic selection stan- 
dards were established which 
include no limitation on area 
from which young bulls may 
be selected — the agreed 
objective is to obtain the best 
prospects available; the Genet- 
ic Index (the sum of 1/2 the 


sire’s Predicted Difference and 
1/2 the dam’s Cow Index) was 
established as the first screen- 
ing procedure for prospective 
young sires. The minimum 
screening is to be a Genetic 
Index of +750 Milk. 

(e) Several purchase options were 
considered — one of which is 
an intriguing proposal of equi- 
ty — whereby the purchase 
price could be based upon the 
Genetic Index of the young 
sire purchased. 

Purchase and sale options 
require further study and may 
perhaps be designed to pro- 
vide a choice in both cases. 
Herd commitments of participation 
are being taken and it appears the West 
Coast Young Guernsey Sire Sampling 
and Proving Program can be functional 
in the near future. In fact, as soon as 
the organizational details are com- 
pleted and the first sire selected, A.I. 
cooperation, including collection and 
distribution of the semen, has been 
offered and is waiting.

VICTOR A. KNOX, 77, Sault Ste. 
Marie, former 12-year representative in 
the U.S. Congress from Michigan’s 
11th District, died December 13, 1976 
at a hospital in Petoskey after a 
lingering illness. 

He was the father of William D. 
Knox, Fort Atkinson, Wis., president 
of W.D. Hoard & Sons Co., publisher 
of Hoard’s Dairyman and the Daily 
Jefferson County Union. 

Also surviving are two brothers, 
David, Sugar Island, Mich., and Milo, 
California; four grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren. He was preceded 
in death by his wife, the former Bertha 
V. Byers, to whom he was married on 
November 11, 1919, and by a sister, 
Doris Bye, Marinette, Wisconsin. 

He was born in Sault Ste. Marie on 
January 13, 1899, the son of David A. 
and Elizabeth LaLonde Knox. He was 
educated at Pine Rest rural school in 
Soo Township and then took corre- 
spondence business courses while 
working in Sault Ste, Marie and 
Detroit, until he returned to purchase 


and operate the family farm in 1919. 
He farmed until 1943, when he 
became manager of the Chippewa 
County Farm Bureau. Later he owned 
a farm equipment business near Sault 
Ste. Marie, an operation he carried on 
until his election to the Congress in 
1952. 

Mr. Knox turned to politics early in 
life, being elected Soo Township 
treasurer at the age of 24 in 1923. 
From 1925 until 1931, he served on 
the Chippewa County Board of Super- 
visors. In 1936, he was elected 
representative to the Michigan Legisla- 
ture, the only Republican named from 
the Upper Peninsula. He served as a 
legislator for 16 years, becoming 
majority floor leader in 1942 and then 
being elected speaker of the House of 
Representatives from 1947 to 1952. 

In 1952, Mr. Knox was elected to 
the U.S. Congress, the first resident of 
Chippewa County to hold the office 
since 1888. He was the first freshman 
representative in 35 years to be named 
to the most powerful congressional 
panel, the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. He served in the Congress until 
1964.

Mary would have 
been at Madison, anyway, even if she 
weren’t queen, as she is the 1976 
winner for the Guernsey breed in the 
Kansas 4-H production contest. 

“In 1974 Mary was a Kansas 
delegate to the National Youthpower 
meeting in Chicago. Her Youthpower 
project, ‘From Moo to You—Is Milk 
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Safe?’ investigated the grading of milk, 
and how it is handled, processed, and 
stored as it moves from farm to 
consumer. 

“In addition to dairy production, 
clothing has been one of Mary’s major 
4-H projects. For three years she has 
been Riley County’s style revue 
champion, receiving purple ribbons at 
Kansas State Fair each year. This 
September, wearing the eggshell col- 
ored, double-knit polyester jumpsuit 
she had made she was the style revue 
champion at Kansas State Fair. 

“Enrolled in clothing projects for 
six years, Mary makes many of her 
clothes, building a wardrobe with red, 
white and blue as basic colors.

WHEN ELEVEN GUERNSEY 
breeders met at the Astor House in 
New York City on February 7, 1877 
to organize The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, it is doubtful they 
realized their action would lead to the 
registration of well over 3% million 
Guernseys during the next 100 years. 
Certainly, they did not visualize that 
in less than 100 years Certificates of 
Registration would be issued by 
computer at the rate of 40 per minute! 

The only concern of these men at 
the time was to form a club for the 
benefit of those interested in the 
Guernsey breed and to establish a herd 
book in which could be registered all 
animals of pure Guernsey extraction. 
There had been several importations 
from the Island of Guernsey since 
Captain Prince brought the first 
shipment of one bull and two heifers 


to Boston in the 1830s. Something 
needed to be done to record these 
animals and their descendants. Thus, 
the primary purpose for establishing 
the organization was stated in the 


preamble of the Constitution as 


follows: 


“We, the undersigned, breed- 
ers of Guernsey cattle, recog- 
nizing the importance of a 
trustworthy herd register that 
shall be accepted as a final 
authority on all questions of 
pedigree and desiring to secure 
the influence and cooperation of 
those who feel a genuine interest 
in jealously guarding the purity 
of this stock, do hereby agree to 
unite in forming an association 
for the publication of a herd 
register, and adopt for our 
government the following Con- 
stitution: ...” 


One of the men present at that 
important meeting in February, 1877 
was Edward Norton of Farmington, 
Connecticut. It was Mr. Norton who 
was elected the first secretary of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. He 
established the first Club office at his 
residence in Farmington and began the 
painstaking work of checking the 
authenticity of pedigrees of animals to 
be recorded in the first Herd Register. 
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for 100 Years

It had been voted by Club members 
that all animals recorded in the Herd 
Register, or their ancestors, must be 
traced to their importation from the 
Island of Guernsey. 

The following is taken from a 
report of the first work to record 
purebred Guernseys: 


“The Executive Committee 
appointed at the Astor House 
meeting visited nearly all the 
herds known to exist in the 
country. The methodical and 
continuous private records kept 
by Judge Biddle and Dr. King, 
enabled the Secretary, Mr. Ed- 
ward Norton, with the assistance 
of the Executive Committee, to 
complete the records of many 
valuable animals which other- 
wise could not have been 
entered in the first number of 
the herd register.” 


The registration fee at that time 
was $1.00 per animal for members and 
$2.00 each for nonmembers. The 
transfer fee was 25 cents. 

At the First Annual Meeting of the 
Club held on December 19, 1877 at 
the Grand Hotel in New York, it was 
reported that 40 persons had regis- 
tered 193 animals in the Herd Book 
Register. There were 60 bulls, of 
which 32 were imported, and 133 
cows, of which 82 were imported. 

Mr. Norton moved his office and 
records two times while in Farming- 
ton. He died in 1894 after serving the 
Club as its secretary for 17 years and 
having supervised the recording of 
11,000 animals. As successor to Mr. 
Norton, the Club’s Executive Commit- 
tee chose William H. Caldwell, a 
graduate of the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College, and a professor there 
and at Pennsylvania State College. Mr. 
Caldwell brought the Club’s office to 
his hometown of Peterborough, New 
Hampshire and one of the front rooms 
of his home at Clover Ridge Farm was 
given over to the work of the Club. 

Mr. Caldwell is credited with being 
the builder of the routine procedure 
for efficient Herd Register recording. 
He established a system of record 


cards and files and the entire 11,000 
registrations of the previous 17 years 
were rewritten into permanent form. 
His work as secretary-treasurer con- 
tinued in one room of his home until 
1899, More space was taken over as 
needed and the work of the Club 
carried on in the Caldwell home until 
1911 when the private residence 
would no longer accommodate the 
number of office clerks needed, which 
then numbered fourteen. During the 
winter of 1911—1912, the office of 
the Club was moved into a frame 
building in the center of town. The 
first permanent structure built for the 
Club’s home office in Peterborough 
was occupied in 1919 and on January 
1, 1951, the Herd Register moved to 
the present home office—its seventh 
home in 74 years. Pictures of the 
homes of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club will be shown in the 100th 
Anniversary Commemorative issue, 
July, 1977 Journal. 


From the beginning, The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club deemed the 
Herd Register its prime purpose and it 
has always taken zealous steps to 
protect its records against error. There 
remains the fact, however, that what- 
ever effort the Club may make, the 
data given is dependent largely on the 
honor of the breeders who use the 
Register. 


The Guernsey Club has had a most 
fortunate standing with regard to the 
spirit and purpose of its members. 
Where questions of doubt did arise it 
was prompt and thorough in investiga- 
tion. Indeed, it has led the way in 
upholding the integrity of its registra- 
tions, even to the point of invoking 
the aid of the courts. There is a case 
on record of the Club proving that a 
Pennsylvania breeder had been regis- 
tering and offering grades as pure- 
breds. Under the law of Pennsylvania, 
the breeder was taken to court and 
found guilty. Although a sentence of 
fine and imprisonment was waived at 
the request of the Club, the guilty 
party was denied any future use of the 
Herd Register or any privilege of the 
Club. 
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EARLY REGISTRATION 

As early as 1881, steps were taken 
to encourage early registrations so that 
the Club would more promptly obtain 
the data that would enable the 
identification of animals and prevent 
substitution. Fees for registration were 
established at $2.00 for animals under 
six months of age and $3.00 for those 
over that age with a reduction to 
members of $1.00 on each fee. 

Early registration was further en- 
couraged when in 1908 a By-Law was 
adopted to provide for the use of birth 
reports. This offered a breeder the 
opportunity of filing a birth report for 
an animal with the Club within 30 
days from date of birth to allow 
registration of the animal at any future 
time at the registration fee applicable 
for an animal under six months of age. 
The birth report form required the 
date of birth, sire and dam of the calf, 
together with a sketch of its color 
markings and the name selected for 
registration. If a calf was not birth 
reported or registered within six 
months of age, registration at a later 
date was allowed only by special 
action of the Executive Committee 
and the payment of a $10.00 fee. 

The birth report provision was later 
amended to allow only a three-year 
period from date of birth to register a 
birth reported animal at the same fee 
as an animal under six months of age. 
At the same time, it was voted to 
charge a $5.00 penalty fee for the 
registration of any animal over six 
months of age that was not birth 
reported, 


This action had an important effect 
on registrations and they immediately 
began to increase. In 1909 there was a 
material gain and in 1910 registrations 
more than doubled. There was a very 
continuous gain until 1931 when both 
registrations and transfers suffered 
materially during the economic depres- 
sion that followed. The number of 
recorded birth reports reached its peak 
in the mid-1940s, Due to the increased 
cost of processing these, a fee of $1.00 
was charged for filing a birth report 
starting in 1948. This brought about a 
drastic decrease in the number of birth 
reports filed until only 1,000 were 
recorded in 1961 and the use of birth 
reports was discontinued as of Janu- 
ary, 1962. 

As a forerunner to discontinuance 
of the birth report, the graduated 
registration fee schedule was first 
adopted in 1958. The older the animal 
at time of registration, the higher the 
fee required. Rather than a flat $5.00 
penalty fee in addition to the regular 
fee to register an animal over the 
minimum age limit, the new fee 
schedule applied a higher penalty fee 
to each of three age groups above the 
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minimum age. A $1.00 penalty was 
charged to register animals between 
eight and 12 months of age, a $3.00 
penalty for animals 12 to 24 months 
and a $7.00 penalty for animals over 
24 months. 

A minimum age for registration at 
the lowest fee had been changed from 
six to eight months in 1957. This was 
to help coincide with the practice of 
most breeders to vaccinate their calves 
at six months of age and prepare 
registration applications at the same 
time. For a-short period, from 1962 to 
1964, the minimum age was reduced 
to three months. However, this proved 
to be unsatisfactory and in 1964 the 
minimum age was again established at 
eight months. 

Seventy-five percent of the registra- 
tion applications received are for 
animals under eight months of age. 
The fee to register such animals has 
remained fairly stable for several years 
although increases in fees have been 
made on the older age groups. Over 
the past 29 years, the minimum fee 
has been raised only three times with 
the most recent change in 1976. 


CERTIFICATE OF 
REGISTRATION 


An important step in the evolution 
of the Herd Register was taken in 
1909 when the policy was inaugurated 
of showing on the back of the 
Certificate of Registration a copy of 
the sketch of the animal as filed for 
registration. This provided a means for 
the breeder to identify his animal and 
for the purchaser to make certain he 
had received the animal so registered. 
The sketch also proved to be invalu- 
able in later years for the identifica- 
tion of animals on official test and for 
animals that are classified. 

A later change and improvement on 
the Certificate of Registration was 
made in 1933 when the grandparents 
of the animal were added to its 
pedigree printed on the back of the 
certificate. The sketch was moved to 
the front of the certificate with the 
record of transfer. The Registration 
Certificate thus presented an abbrevi- 
ated but ample herd book record of 
the animal in question. This change 
was largely the outcome of the 
suspension of the printing of the Herd 
Register after Volume 45 in 1933. 

A third generation was added to the 
pedigree in 1942 so that 14 immediate 
ancestors of an animal appeared on its 
Certificate of Registration. In 1964, 
the pedigree was cut back again to six 
ancestors in anticipation of future 
machine processing. Conversion of the 
records to computer use indicated that 
more than a six-ancestor pedigree on 
the Certificate of Registration would 
not be feasible. 


As herds became larger, many 
breeders complained that sketching 
animals for registration was too time 
consuming. A tattoo pilot study was 
therefore initiated in 1964 whereby 
breeders in California, Florida and 
Hawaii were allowed to register their 
animals with only a tattoo as identifi- 
cation. As a result of this study, the 
Board of Directors voted that effective 
March 1, 1966 any animal eligible for 
registration could be registered with 
either a sketch or tattoo as identifica- 
tion. Rules for registration by tattoo 
were established and the number of 
animals registered in this manner has 
slowly increased to 17 percent of the 
total annual registrations. The Certifi- 
cate for animals registered by tattoo is 
stamped with a statement that if the 
animal is to be transferred at a later 
date a sketch of identification will be 
required at that time. 

The “machine age” of processing 
also began in 1966 when the first 
Certificate of Registration processed 
by computer was recorded on May 10. 
Rather than one certificate for cows 
and one for bulls as in the past, one 
certificate is used for both. The record 
of transfer is typed on the back. 

In August of the same year, the 
procedure was started of using a 
copying machine to transfer the sketch 
from the registration application to 
the Certificate of Registration. 


TRANSFERS 


Originally the Certificate of Trans- 
fer was a mere slip acknowledging that 
a record of the sale had been made in 
the office. The fee for such a record 
was at first 25 cents but in December 
1883, was increased to $1.00. In 1887 
it went back to 25 cents but was 
restored to the figure of $1.00 at the 
following annual meeting in 1888. In 
February 1904, a sketch of the animal 
sold was required on the application 
for transfer so that there might be 
some evidence that the animal actually 
sold was the one registered as such. 

Five years later, in 1909, an 
improvement from the point of view 
of the breeders was made by placing 
on the new form of the Certificate of 
Registration the sketch of the animal 
and requiring that the certificate itself 
be returned to the office for endorse- 
ment of the transfer record. This 
eliminated the necessity for the seller 
to sketch the animal on the back of 
the application for transfer. It was a 
sensible policy which has been fol- 
lowed ever since. 

A further safeguard was thrown 
around transfers in 1914 when the 
seller was forbidden to transfer to any 
other person than the actual purchaser 
or risk making himself liable to the 
penalties of the Constitution and 
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By-Laws. This ruling was made to 
offset difficulties, particularly with the 
registration of progeny of subsequent 
owners, if the animals passed through 
several hands before being transferred. 
Related to the ruling that there be a 
transfer for each change of ownership 
was the rule made in 1957 pertaining 
to agents purchasing animals at public 
auction. Such animals must be trans- 
ferred to the agent unless the name of 
the buyer is given by the end of the 
sale. 

In 1919, because of the necessity 
for increasing the revenue of the Club 
to meet mounting costs and for the 
establishment of extension or field- 
work, it was voted that the fee for 
transfers should be raised from $1.00 
to $2.50 each. For nearly 30 years the 
transfer fee remained the same, but 
due to the devaluation of the dollar 
this was changed to $3.50 in 1948. 
Also, to help the purchaser, it was 
deemed advisable to charge $1.50 
extra if the transfer was not submitted 
within 90 days from date of sale. 

Transfer fees were raised only twice 
during the next 28 years in spite of 
inflation. The third increase to the 
present fees of $7.50 and $9.00 if 
submitted after 90 days of sale date 
was voted in 1976. 

The Executive Committee recog- 
nized a need for consideration to be 
given reduced rates for not only the 
transfer of a herd from an estate to an 
heir but for herd transfers within a 
family. Therefore, in 1956, it was 
voted to allow such transfers at half 
the regular transfer fee. This was later 
amended to require that all animals in 
the ownership be transferred at the 
same time for the reduced rate to 
apply. In 1957, the herd transfer form 
was inaugurated whereby one applica- 
tion form could be used for the 
transfer of an entire herd from the 
seller to one purchaser. This required 
the seller to provide the sale date only 
once, followed by a listing of the 
animals to be transferred, along with 
service data. A considerable amount of 
paper work was saved by the seller, 
and the office, by eliminating the 
requirement of a separate transfer 
application for each animal. 

Prompted by a suggestion from the 
Canadian Minister of Agriculture in 
1919, a reciprocal agreement was 
worked out with the Canadian Guern- 
sey Society to open the Canadian and 
American herd books to registered 
animals from either country that were 
imported and transferred to the new 
owner. This was improved upon in 
1973 when the recording associations 
of both countries agreed on a plan for 
automatic re-registration of animals 
transferred to a buyer in either 
country. The fees to cover re-registry 
are collected by the recording office of 
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the exporting country at the time of 
transfer. The fees are then forwarded 
with the transferred registration papers 
to the recording office of the import- 
ing country. The animals are automat- 
ically re-registered in the herd book of 
that country and the registration 
papers forwarded to the importer. This 
greatly simplified the procedure for 
the new owner to obtain a Registra- 
tion Certificate from his own record- 
ing association for the animal he 
purchased. 

In 1965, the Board of Directors 
voted to accept animals for registra- 
tion in our Herd Register which had 
been previously registered as purebreds 
in the Costa Rican herd book. This 
was done after assurance that Costa 
Rica only register Guernseys as pure- 
breds if they are descendants through 
both the sire and dam of animals 
registered in our Herd Register or the 
Island Herd Book. 


HERD REGISTER VOLUME 

The printing of the Register always 
presented a difficult problem in that it 
was very costly and tied up a great 
deal of the finances of the Club. Less 
than 200 went to breeders, colleges 
and the like, and the cost of printing 
alone ranged from $9,000 to $23,000 
per year. 

The first two volumes were pub- 
lished as parts and then bound as a 
complete volume in 1884, while the 
next three volumes were published as 
individual books. In 1896, in order to 
catch up with the accumulated un- 
printed entries, they were placed in 
the Quarterly Herd Register and 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. This was 
continued until the establishment of 
the Journal in its new series in 
January, 1910. For a time the Register 
appeared with the new Journal but it 
was apparent that it was impossible to 
continue such an arrangement. Com- 
mencing with the 28th volume, the 
style of printing was changed so that 
the Register would be in folios, 20 to a 
page. This style continued up to and 
including Volume 45 in 1933 when, 
by action of the Executive Committee, 
the printing of the Herd Register 
ceased. 

The first Index Volume, containing 
the names and numbers of the animals 
in the first 12 volumes of the Register, 
was completed in 1904. At that time it 
was reported at the annual meeting 
that one might rightly term the 
previous few years of the Club’s work 
as a “reviewing or verifying period” as 
well as an expanding one. In the 
previous report, the secretary had 
referred to the completion of the task 
of verifying each and every previous 
entry. A later addition of the Index 
Volume was published in 1929 and 
carried all names and numbers for 
animals through Volume 40 of the 
Herd Register. 

The Herd Register Volumes carried 
the entries of 205,399 bulls and 
375,170 cows. To overcome the loss 
of available information to breeders 
when the Herd Register was no longer 
published, the Club office established 
a division to prepare pedigrees for 
breeders who desired a more complete 
record than that given on the Certifi- 
cate of Registration. 


AI and BLOOD-TYPING 


The first practical application of 
artificial insemination techniques in 
sizeable numbers of cattle was in 1937 
and 1938 in Minnesota. The first 
artificial breeding cooperative was 
organized in May of 1938 in New 
Jersey. Artificial breeding had become 
established and would prove to have a 
great impact on the dairy breed 
registry organizations. 
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In 1949, 11 percent of the 
Guernseys registered that year resulted 
from artificial breeding. Five years 
later, 30 percent of the animals 
recorded were AI progeny. At present, 
Guernseys conceived artificially ac- 
count for 60 percent of the annual 
registrations. 

The degree to which artificial 
insemination extended the impact of 
certain bulls on our breed was shown 
by a study made in 1966. In that year 
there were 18,000 offspring registered 
of 15 bulls. Today, 10 bulls sire 25 
percent of the Guernseys registered 
annually. 

Realizing the need for AI rules in 
order to register resulting progeny, an 
AI Committee of the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association (PDCA) was formed 
in 1942 to study the formulation of 
rules. General rules governing AI were 
approved and adopted for publication 
by PDCA in 1943. These rules 
included the requirement of a Between 
Herds Artificial Breeding Certificate 
for the shipment of semen from the 
owner of the bull to the owner of the 
cow to be bred. This was the beginning 
of many such forms required to 
document the registration of AI 
progeny and consequently required 
major revisions in the processing of 
registrations by the Herd Register 
Department. 

With the development of tech- 
niques for freezing semen, the first 
PDCA regulations governing the use of 
frozen semen were adopted in 1954. 
These were revised slightly the follow- 
ing year and the PDCA—AI Require- 
ments governing the artificial insemi- 
nation of purebred dairy cattle were 
printed and became effective January 
1, 1956. These requirements, with 
occasional minor revisions, remained 
in force until July 1, 1974. New rules 
were then adopted which brought an 
end to the use of Between Herd 
Certificates and Frozen Semen Trans- 
fers. It was also the start of the 
requirement to “list” with the registry 
organization, a bull from which semen 
is collected for use in the artificial 
insemination of dairy cattle. 

By coincidence, a blood-typing 
program developed simultaneously 
with the growth of artificial insemina- 
tion. In June, 1939, the Guernsey and 
Holstein Associations gave financial 
support to employ technicians and 
develop a blood-typing program at the 
University of Wisconsin. The first 
blood-typing directly affecting an 
application for registration was that 
confirming the parentage of a Guern- 
sey bull calf from a herd in North 
Carolina. Because of an uncertain 
gestation period, the bull and its sire 
and dam were blood-typed by the 
Wisconsin laboratory in March of 
1940. 
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Blood-typing service was provided 
by the University of Wisconsin labora- 
tory from 1940 through 1947. The 
Guernsey and Holstein Associations 
continued to support the program 
financially but the capacity did not 
exceed 40 samples per month. Ohio 
State University expressed an interest 
in the blood-typing program to PDCA 
in 1947 which resulted in them taking 
over the blood-typing service work 
starting July, 1948. 

This continued until July 1, 1955 
when the PDCA signed a memoran- 
dum of agreement with the University 
of California for the operation of a 
blood-typing laboratory under the 
supervision of Dr. Clyde Stormont. 
For 18 years the dairy breed organiza- 
tions had their blood-typing work 
done at the California lab. When the 
work load became too great for them, 
negotiations were made with Texas 
A & M University, through the Nation- 
al Society of Livestock Records 
Associations, to care for the blood- 
typing service work starting July 1, 
1973. The Texas A & M lab now does 
the service work for 15 dairy and beef 
breeds involving the blood-typing of 
more than 7,000 animals per year. 


A primary effort of the breed 
organizations in the first years of the 
blood-typing program was to encour- 
age the owners of bulls to have them 
blood-typed so that this information 
would be on file if the bull went out 
of service before problems involving 
his offspring developed. Later, in 
1950, a requirement was added to the 
uniform Al rules stating that all bulls 
must be blood-typed before offspring 
resulting from artificial service were 
eligible for registration. This was 
expanded in 1974 to include the 
blood-typing of living parents of a bull 
from which semen is collected. 


The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club was one of the first breed 
organizations to start a “spot check” 
program — the selection of registered 
animals at random for parentage 
checking through blood-typing. This 
was started in 1956 with the selection 
of a few animals resulting from 
artificial breeding. Later, the program 
was expanded to include both natural 
and artificially conceived animals by 
blood-typing every 1,000th animal 
that is registered. Over 600 animals 
have been parentage checked through 
this program. 

Though spot checking involves a 
very small proportion of the animals 
being registered, these accuracy tests 
by blood-typing are recognized 
throughout the dairy cattle industry, 
as well as the artificial breeding 
industry, as a strong force prompting 
care and accuracy by both breeder and 
artificial inseminator. 
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PROVISIONAL 
REGISTRATION 


About the year 1912 there began a 
demand for a register of grade 
Guernsey females; daughters of regis- 
tered Guernsey sires. For years the 
Club had recognized the value of a 
Guernsey sire in the grading up and 
improvement of ordinary dairy cattle. 
But the Club believed it was definitely 
identified with the protection of the 
purity of the blood of the Guernseys 
and did not look with favor upon a 
register of grades. 

This position did not change for 
several years. But in 1968, a special 
committee from the Board of Direc- 
tors was appointed by the president to 
study the possibilities of a Provisional 
Registration program. This committee 
made a survey of herd owners who had 
some unregistered purebreds_ that 
could not be registered because of 
circumstances such as lost or destroy- 
ed records, failure of a seller to 
transfer title, or neglect. The commit- 
tee also surveyed owners of herds of a 
preponderance of unregistered Guern- 
seys. Results of the survey indicated 
that the breed could benefit from a 
Provisional Registration plan and that 
it was time to take action. 

At its December 1969 meeting, the 
Board of Directors adopted a plan to 
present to the membership at the 
annual meeting in May 1970, to 
amend the By-Laws of the Club so 
that outstanding unregistered Guern- 
sey cows could be recovered by 
Provisional Registration. It was a 
program devised to give every breeder 
the opportunity to recover the regis- 
tration status of his superior unregis- 
tered Guernsey females by providing 
for the registration of their progeny. It 
was “Provisional” by: 

1. Accepting only those animals 
that had demonstrated their 
value to the breed by their 
type and production. 


. By restricting the registration 
of male offspring to the fifth 
generation of the original cow 
entered in the Provisional 
Register. 


The membership overwhelmingly 
approved adoption of the Provisional 
Registration program at the 1970 
Annual Meeting and it became effec- 
tive July 1, 1970. 

The requirements for a cow to 
qualify for Provisional Registration 
were purposely made stringent. Also, 
all data provided on the application 
requires verification by the fieldman 
or classifier. 

During the first six months of the 
program, 191 females qualified as 
Provisional Registration cows and 147 
of their female offspring were record- 
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ed in the Herd Register. Provisional 
Registration recordings have been 
assigned the 7,000,000 series and the 
cow receiving this number to become 
the first recording under the program 
was Breeze Hill Blossom owned by 
Arlo Holman of Baldwin, Wisconsin. 

By the authority vested in the 
Board of Directors, some changes have 
been made in the requirements as first 
adopted and these have dealt primarily 
with the production requirements. To 
date, 765 cows have qualified for 
Provisional Registration and 1,535 of 
their female descendants have been 
recorded in the Herd Register. As yet, 
no bull out of a fifth generation 
female has been recorded. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Membership records are also a vital 
part of the Herd Register. It is of 
interest to note that when the Club 
was first organized, the Constitution 
required the secretary to send the 
names of applicants for membership to 
all members of the Club to request 
their ballots “for” or “against” each 
applicant. Three objecting votes de- 
nied membership. This procedure was 
required until 1930 when authority 
for approval of applicants for member- 
ship was given to the Executive 
Committee. 

The fee for a life membership was 
$20.00 until 1883 when this was 
changed to $50.00. Ninety-four years 
later, this same fee is still in effect. In 
1909, provision was made for a 
20-year membership in the Club by 
corporations; in 1939, the same 
provisions were allowed for partner- 
ships and firms. 

At the 1966 Annual Meeting, 
approval was given to a plan for 
sustaining membership. This provided 
for a membership at $10.00 per year 
for eight years with member privileges 
applying during that period. The most 
recent change in the Constitution and 
By-Laws regarding membership was 
voted at the 1976 Annual Meeting. 
This change defined what would 
constitute an active membership and 
restricted voting on Club affairs to 
active members only. The total mem- 
bership, both active and inactive, is 
now 3,550. 

A Junior Membership program was 
instituted in 1953 whereby a qualify- 
ing Junior breeder up to 21 years of 
age can become a Junior member at no 
charge. As an incentive for young 
Guernsey breeders to take out a senior 
membership, provisions were establish- 
ed in 1968 for former Junior members 
to become a life member at half the 
regular fee. 

The first Junior Membership Certif- 
icate was issued in August 1953 and 
by coincidence, the 9,000th Junior 


Membeiship Certificate was issued 20 
years later in August 1973. At present, 
there is a total of 1,340 Junior 
members. 


PROCESSING AND RECORDS 


The Club was early to recognize the 
importance of establishing a definite 
routine in the checking of all applica- 
tions for registration or transfer in the 
Herd Register. Very close scrutiny is 
given to each paper and each passes 
through a special routine and verifica- 
tion before the certificate leaves the 
office. About 15 percent of the 
applications received must be returned 
for correction or additional informa- 
tion. 


The earlier office records made of 
registered animals were handwritten. 
Although this tedious work was 
replaced by the typewriter, the record 
keeping system remained the same. A 
3 x 5 inch card was prepared for every 
animal registered. The birthdate, 
owner, ancestry and record of transfer 
was recorded on the front of the card. 
As progeny of the animal were 
registered, these were recorded on the 
back of the card. Animal cards are 
filed alphabetically and as a cross- 
reference, the applications for registra- 
tion and transfer are filed by registra- 
tion number. 


In November 1962, the Board of 
Directors approved the first step 
toward mechanization of the Herd 
Register routine. Approval was given 
for the rental of two card punch 
machines for reproducing certain data 
on punch cards as it was typed on the 
registration cards for new animals. The 
same year, a system was started of 
assigning a code number to each 
breeder and owner of a registered 
animal. 

As the next step, authorization was 
given to start converting data to punch 
cards from the last 10 years of 
registration and transfer applications. 
This phase of the conversion program 
was started in February 1964, and 
completed in September 1965. Com- 
puter programming was carried on 
during this period and all punch card 
data was loaded onto magnetic tapes. 
The first registration processed by 
computer was recorded on May 10, 
1966. The registration data for about 
1% million registered animals are now 
stored on eight reels of magnetic tape. 
These are updated regularly and used 
in the processing of new applications 
for registration and transfer. 


OFFICE PERSONNEL 


Miss Emily L. Safford, who joined 
the office staff on July 12, 1915, 
became Supervisor of the Herd Regis- 
ter Division in November, 1922 and 
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remained in this capacity until her 
retirement on October 1, 1941. 

J. E. Cunningham was transferred 
to the Herd Register Division on May 
1, 1936, to become assistant to Miss 
Safford, and upon her retirement on 
October 1, 1941, he became head of 
the Division. He held this position 
until his death on December 5, 1955. 

On January 1, 1942, E. H. Shattuck 
joined the Herd Register staff to make 
necessary changes in the filing system. 
Mr. Shattuck was made assistant to 
J.E. Cunningham on May 5, 1942, 
and remained in the department until 
January 1, 1949, at which time he was 
transferred to Purchases and Produc- 
tion. 

On January 1, 1949, Floyd L. 
Greenburg was made assistant in the 
Herd Register Division, being transfer- 
red from his duties as fieldman for The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. He 
returned to fieldwork in the Michigan 
territory as of August 15, 1954. 

Following the death of J. E. Cun- 
ningham in December 1955, Irving E. 
Nichols was transferred from head of 
the Performance Register and Pedigree 
Department to become the new 
Director of the Herd Register Division. 


MILESTONES 


The growth of registered Guernseys 
can be illustrated by the fact that it 
took The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club 64 years to register its first 
million males and females. The second 
million was reached 12 years later. The 
registration of the three-millionth 
Guernsey took place in 1968. As of 
December 1, 1976, the Club has 
recorded 590,841 Guernsey bulls and 
2,713,351 cows for a total of 
3,304,192 registered Guernseys. 

The greatest number of registra- 
tions recorded in one year was in 1952 
when a total of 113,909 animals were 
registered. 

First place among the states for 
total registrations annually has alter- 
nated between Pennsylvania and Wis- 
consin for several years. In 1970, 
Wisconsin topped Pennsylvania by 62 
registrations. The Badger State retain- 
ed its lead in 1971 but in 1972 
Pennsylvania again became the leader 
in registrations by only three record- 
ings. The next year, Wisconsin once 
again took first place with Pennsyl- 
vania second and Ohio in third place. 
It appears that these will again be the 
top three states in registrations for the 
year 1976. 

Registrations and transfers have 
been recorded to and from breeders in 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Alaska, Central 
America, Mexico, South America, 
Dominican Republic, Bermuda, Africa, 
Australia, England, Island of Guern- 
sey, Jamaica and British East Africa. 
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One of the newest developments to 
require the attention of the Herd 
Register Division is embryo trans- 
plants. The first known living calves in 
the Guernsey breed resulting from 
embryo transplants were born in 
September 1974, a heifer and a bull 
calf, at Brockwell Farm owned by the 
Herbert and Garner Ekstran families of 


Bow, Washington. 

There will continue to be new 
techniques and developments in breed- 
ing to improve the Guernsey cow. 
And, it will continue to be the 
responsibility of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club and its Herd Register 
Division to provide for the accurate 
recording of resulting offspring.

MORE AND MORE —

THIS IS AN excerpt from a story 
by Milt Sivesind that appeared in the 
fall issue of the Shamrock News: 

Loading dairy products into a van 
with a forklift was started at the 
Phoenix plant this past summer. It is a 
necessity. At least 48 truckloads each 
24 hours have to be loaded and many 
of the loads contain some 40,000 
pounds composed of 200 different 
items that must be fresh, correctly 
placed, and correctly counted. 

Every department and every person 
in the Dairy Division of Shamrock has 
a part in making this partially 
automated loading system function 
properly because it effects every sale 
the Dairy Division makes. Every 
employee has a part in it — no matter 
what department or status he or she 
has. 

A five-door refrigerated loading 
dock was built last winter and separate 
loading conveyors were run to it. On 
this dock a machine was set that 
combined six stacks, 36 cases, at a 
time into a unit that could be picked 
up with a forklift and placed in a 
refrigerated van. This machine is 
named a Unitizer. The forklift pilot, 
Bill Lee, can alone load a big 
refrigerated van in about 20 minutes 
or less. 

Back ailments and other reasons for 
accident reports have been reduced 
sharply with this mechanical meaas of 
loading. A more accurate count of 
product and some labor savings can be 
realized. Bob Whitehurst should be 
given credit for all the good part of 
this system’s design and planning. At 
present it is the most nearly auto- 
mated dairy product cold room 
loading system found anywhere. 

Bob has been given the monumen- 
tal task now of coordinating the 
operation of the entire company — 
dairy products’ manufacturing and 
distribution.

Do Your Children 
Own Half The Herd? 


The reasons why a dairy farm is a 
wonderful place to raise a family are 
too numerous to list. But perhaps one 
of the most important is the oppor- 
tunity for children to learn good 
work habits and the benefits and 
responsibilities of property owner- 
ship. Property ownership for 
most dairy farm boys and girls starts 
with a calf project. For many, the calf 
project expands to owning several 
head. And on some farms several 
kids end up collectively owning as 
much livestock as Dad. Ownership of 
animals is a great way for children to 
grow, but carried to extremes, it can 
results in problems that are detrimen- 
tal to the business and to the family. 
Here are some pitfalls when 
reasonable limits and conditions are 
not placed on _ the children’s 
livestock ownership: 

-The cost of raising and feeding the 

children’s animals can get to be 
more than Dad and the business 
can afford. Records of costs and 
returns from the project animals 
are usually skimpy, and _ little 
effort is made to relate farm work 
done by the children to livestock 
expenses provided by Dad. 

-The project idea is often allowed 
to last too long. When the son or 
daughter has finished school and 
has made the decision to farm 
with Dad, ownership of in- 
dividual animals should be aban- 
doned in favor of part ownership 
in the whole herd or the whole 
farm. 

-Family misunderstandings result. 
At the start, everyone in the 
family understands that Junior 
owns the one or two calves in his 
project. As the years pass and 
offspring of the offspring mature, 
Dad’s understanding of 
ownership is often different than 
Junior's. 


-Legal ownership is often unclear. 
Even if the family agrees that 
original project animals and 
offspring belong to the children, 
the question of legal ownership 
may cause problems. 

Good planning can minimize these 
potential problems and in some 
instances turn them into real advan- 
tages. 

The Cost of Calf Projects to the Farm 

Most parents can afford to help a 
child start livestock ownership witha 
gift of a calf or two, and by providing 
cash and overhead costs of raising the 
first animals. But very early the son 
should learn as much as possible 
about these costs, and what if 
anything he is expected to pay for 
with work or proceeds of sale. 

Most recent Cornell Cost Account 
figures indicate cost of raising a 
heifer to maturity as $464 in addition’ 
to labor and the original cost of the 
calf. Any way the cost is figured, it is 
significant. A father who starts two 
or more children off with calf 
projects may find that in ten years he 
has transferred ownership of more 
than 25% interest in his herd. Here 
are some suggestions for keeping the 
process in line: 

First, set a limit early on the 
maximum number of animals each 
child can own and keep in the herd. 

Second, make the best possible 
estimate of the costs associated with 
allowing the children to own an 
animal, and have a clear understan- 
ding of what the child is to do in 
return. If it is to be a gift, the family 
should clearly understand that. 


Terminating the Project Stage 

The project stage is usually follow- 
ed by the partnership stage. A son 
who has finished school, has worked 
at home full-time at least a year, and 
has decided to farm at home with 
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Dad should give up ownership of 
individual animals. 

It is the whole herd and the whole 
farm which is to provide his living, 
and it is towards a share of ownership 
in the whole business that his atten- 
tion should be focused. 

At one farm recently visited, a 27 
year old son owned 40 head out of 
150 total animals, and a 21 year old 
son owned 15 head. Both sons were 
committed to the home farm, but no 
businesslike plans had been made for 
them to share in responsibility and 
ownership. Their animals provide 
them with net worth which will be 
most helpful when setting up a 
partnership or a family corporation, 
but the project idea has lasted too 
long. The animals should all be 
pooled, and the sons should own an 
undivided share of the entire herd. In 
that way, they will take a first big step 
towards their long term objective of 
taking over farm ownership. 


Avoiding Family Misunderstandings 
All too frequently, the children’s 
ownership of animals is a very 
informal one. When the time comes 
for the son or daughter to convert 
ownership of animals to a 
partnership share of the business, or 
to convert the animals to cash, the 
moment of truth arrives. Here is a 
recent example of what can happen if 
ownership is not clear. Ina New York 
dairy farm family, it had been 
generally understood that the son 
would come home to farm in 
partnership when he _ completed 
college. He thought he owned 35 
animals. He did finish school, but 
then found an opportunity to farm 
with a neighbor which appeared 
more attractive than farming with 
Dad. It then developed that his 
parents understood that son owned 
the animals only if he farmed at 
home, and that he had no legal right 
to move them to another farm. 
Without the animals the son could 
not accept the opportunity to farm 
down the road, and because of the 
disagreement, family relationships 
were not conducive of his going 
home. As a result, he is not farming, 
and a good family situation has 
deteriorated into an unhappy one. 


Coming up... 


The best policy is to be businesslike 
about livestock ownership. An inven- 
tory of all animals owned by each 
youngster should be taken each year, 
and it would be helpful to have this 
inventory acknowledged in writing 
by Dad and son. It would also be 
helpful to have a simple written 
statement explaining who pays for 
what, what the son is expected to do 
in return for the privilege of owning 
cattle, and what restrictions, if any, 
are placed on his right to sell or 
remove his animals from the herd. 


Clarification of Legal Ownership 

If it is not clearly evident that the 
children legally own their animals, 
problems and unnecessary costs can 
result. In the event of loss of animals 
from fire or other insured cause, 
ownership of insurance proceeds is 
unclear. If Dad’s herd is sold to settle 
a debt, the question of a lien against 
son’s cattle is clouded. In the event of 
Dad’s death, the question arises as to 
whether the value of the children’s 
livestock must be included in his 
estate for tax purposes. 

If Dad has been receiving milk 
income from the animals, if he has 
used them as collateral for a loan, if 
he includes them in his inventory of 
farm assets, they are likely to be ruled 
legally his. Registration of animals in 
the children’s names helps to es- 
tablish legal ownership, but even 
then, if in all other respects Dad 
treats them as his, they are likely to be 
included in his estate for tax pur- 
poses. 

Again, it is best to clarify owner- 
ship by inventorying individually 
owned animals. separately, by 
carefully excluding the children’s 
animals from a general credit lien, 
and by keeping current a simple 
written statement explaining the 
ownership situation. 

In summary, it is well recognized 
that children growing up on a dairy 
farm have a wonderful opportunity 
to develop good business habits and 
to learn to save through livestock 
ownership. But that opportunity can 
bring family and business problems 
unless the ownership arrangements 
are fair and businesslike.

Warm Air Circulator. A simple device 
to “de-stratify” warm air collected near 
the ceiling has been introduced to the 
livestock industry by Rusth Industries of 
Oregon. Known as StratoTherm, the unit 
consists of a dome-shaped fan housing 
attached to a flexible plastic duct, six 
inches in diameter. The device is suspend- 
ed from the ceiling of a building and is 
powered by 110/120 V AC current.
